1 grew np in Line environs of village Kharuk Kahn or Kharafc in 
local parlance - o place where I! aha Ran pat Maan Dliatra were 
horn, l :nusL have done something good in my pasl birth to he 
bom in this village. 1 chink it is a privilege. As a child. I usee to 
see the Sadhus visiting my village, doing penance under a banyan 
tree near a pond. Villagers would assemble around them, bring 
firewood and smoke chi Hum ni groups. As far as my memory 
goes, these Sadhus would come from Rajasthan. There is a Dera 
(Place of abode for Sadhns) near the pond which area is called 
Asthal. Ills within the jurisdiction of Aslhfll Llohar Math. And 
six decades down the line, 1 feel nostalgic. An ascetic is revered 
by my co-villagers who are God-fearing. T had been considering 
writing about Ranpat Maan DliaLta whose folktales were doing 
the round in the village. But it look long to materialize 

Folklore and legend form the basis ol study ol Ranpat Maun 
Dhatta as little is known and less written about them. In other 
words, stories spread byword of mouth. However, local weavers 
would render songs eulogizing them by narrating their activities 
at different places which was banded down to them by their 
forefathers. Ranpat Mhan Dhatta wore better known as khara- 
kiyc and addressed as such, Baba Mast Nath took Suniadhi on 
9lh day of Phalgun Sliukla in Vikrara Samvat 1864. In order to 
cornmetnoraLe that day, lair is held in Asthal Bo liar Math w r hich 
lasts for 3 days. 7th. 8th and 9th of Phalgun Shukla every-' year. 
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On ihc occasion of the fair, dancing with joy, the Satihus of 
Asthul Bohiir Math Would lead the bullock-carts currying people 
hailing from my village in a procession right from Jtohtak City 
to IIil" venue of the fair in the good olden days. The Math would 
also make their hoard and lodging arrangements. Rejoicing by 
Sadhus in this way is a connotation of the sprilual legacy of the 
land of Ranpat Dhatta. 

It is a custom among Rajput house-holds to sing Bhajans by 
ladies in praise of Ranpat Maun DhatLa at night un the occasion 
of marriage of a boy in the family. Tc is known as Ratjaga. It is 
meant Lo propitiate them who are considered local gods. 

AI the instance of Yogi CheLNttlh, Yogi Shankar Nath compiled 
Mast Nath Charitani. Yogi Chet Nath remained al the gaddi of 
Astha! Bohur from 1878 to 1906. This book is written in verse 
in the form of Chaupais. Legend has it that Yogi Sllaiikar Nath 
hailed from Asawati Village near l-'aridabad and was said Lo be 
disc ip 1c o I Yogi Shmui Nalli who lived in Sisai Village. Yogi 
Shankar Nath lost his lather in childhood, 

lie was i he only child of his parents. He fell ill and his condi¬ 
tion worsened i IN mother prayed lo the fiadhu Lhal he wood 
he initiated into the N.atll Scot if lie gets well. I lei' prayer was 
answered and he recovered. Tie went to Kashi and studied Vedas 
and Up n is ha das. 
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According to Shreyunalh, Yogi PuranNath expressed desire that 
Mast Nath Charitani be translated into Sanskrit. He inspired PL 
I lar Dint Shastri Lo do the job. I 1 !. Hat Dart Shastri obliged him 
by writing the book in Sanskrit sans his name in the year 1927 
forming die Mast Nath Char itam written in verse by Yogi Shankar 
Nath as base. It is said that he belonged to Punjab. He was adept 
in witchcraft and the occult, lie had no schooling. But the fact 
remains that he was well-versed in Sanskrit. Saraswati-gooddess 
of learning was at his beck and call. r riic rhetoric would pour 
out of his mouth instantly. Behan Shivara Sharms has a religious 
bent of mind. She has a passion for writing- She has written 
Divya Bhnnmi Math Astlial BoharAivam ftui niya Guru dev. Tlie 
narrative is simple and all the more fascinating by way of illustra¬ 
tion, Dr, Sobhagyawali IMandal is a prolific writer, She has dune 
extensive research on yogi MasL Nath and Balia Ran pat Maan 
Dhatta.

The Himalayas feature prominently in mythology and scripture. 
Mount Kai lash is the abode o PLord Shiva and his consort I'arvati. 
Lord Shiva is art ascetic par excellence, the chief ol the yogis-yo- 
ge&hwar. in the Puranas ? he is depicted as a mendicant, dressed 
in a tiger's skin, with mulled locks and with snakes serving as 
ribbons and apron strings, wearing a garland of skulls and or¬ 
naments ol hLiman bones. He has great power ot concentration, 
and once, when disturbed, by the lire of his third eye he burned 
Kaindev 'god of love’ to ashes. He holds a trident in his fist. He 
is called Bhok Nath, Lord of I’orge tidiness and as such wanders 
about in abstraction, drowsy with drags or sinks in meditation. He 
is spoken oiks immortal.imperishable, Lhe creator, sustaincrand 
destroyer. l ive assumptions are based on legends and folklore. 


Once, Farvali requested l .ord Shiva to reveal her the secret doc¬ 
trine of yoga so that she may be free from the cycle of birth and 
death. Lord Shiva advised her to go to a secluded p lace to enable 
him to satiate her curiousity. They went to a sea-shore near a 
dense forest which was quite desolate. Lord Shiva explained to 
Parvati the secret doctrine of yoga. And iL is he who has Lauglit 
by example that the attainment of bliss is by voluntary torture 
of tine 11 call. by r the subjugation of the turbulent passions and by 
undisturbed meditation, In the cull both meditation and phys¬ 
ical discipline are explained, vvhile even licence of every kind 
is made to serve iti the attainment of Samadhi, Parvati went to 
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sleep while I ord Shiva was expounding the doctrine. After five 
leaching was over. Lord Shiva enquired of Parvati how she tch 
about it. Parvati could noL respond as she was asleep. Another 
voice came extolling Lord Shiva and expressed thanks for im¬ 
parting divine knowledge. Shiva saw through his divine vision 
i he l .a paiTot-in-eggand a fish in the sea were hearing the teaching. 
The parrot Hew away and a child emerged from the abdomen of 
the fish 11 aving been born from the abdomen offish was named 
as MalsyenJra. 

I hcre is a legend that gives Matsyendra a place in the Hindu 
social order, A king, Udndhur, who lived in batya Yugn was 
exceedingly pious. At his death, his body was cremated buL llis 
ravel did not hum. This unhumt portion of his body was cast 
into a river and was devoured by a iLsb. which later gave birth to 
Matsyendra, By reason of having been a good mail in his previous 

I I Lb. he became a saint. 

I .L'gctul lias iL that once Matsyendra N&lIi reached Chancier liiri 
Village on lhe bank of Godavari river. There lived a I Vrahnin by 
die name of Surah His wife's name was Saras wall. BuL .hey had 
no offspring. They' requested MatsyenderNath lo bless them with 
,i soil Matsyendra Nath was pleased at the hospitaliLy shown by 
(lie Brahmin couple. He took oul Vibhuti (sacred ash) from bis 
I lisp Lind offered to the Brahmin woman saying that a son would 
bo born to her. The Brahmin woman did not eat the substance 
but cast il upon a dunghill, Twelvc years 1 ater. MatsyendraNath 
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happened to pass by the said spot and asked to sec the child, lie 
heard what the Brahmin woman had done and asked her lo search 
in the dung-hill, Matsyendra Nath asked Brahmin woman to Lake 
him Lo the siLe. On reaching there, Matsyendra Nath said ‘ A lakh 
Niranjaiv three times. A voice was heard lliree limes from the 
dung heap saying ' Adesh Guru ,Fi‘ Tire people standing there 
were stunned. Again, a voice came from there saying 'Guru 
Ji' I have taken birth. But do not know how to come nut of it." 
‘'Matsyendra Nath goL the dang-heap removed. A handsome 
cfhit gent hoy of 1 '2 years emerged from the siLe. Bralmiin woman 
requested Matsyendra Nath to offer her that boy. Matsyendra 
Nath said. 1 Mai. you had thrown the vibhuli tsacred ash) given by 
me in the dung-heap. Perhaps, you arc not destined to enjoy the 
bliss of son." laking the hoy along. Malay end™ Nath resumed 
Iris journey. "I‘lie hoy was named Gorakhnalh. Matsyendra Nath 
became his spiritual master and he served as a dutiful disciple. 

In another legend, it is said that Gorakhnalh killed the two sons 
of Matsyendra Nadi hung their skins on a true and then after his 
enquiry about them, restored (hem to life. 

In one legend.Matsyendo Nath is represented as going Lo Sri 
I .anka where he was enamoured of the queen oJ Lhe land. It is 
also worth mentioning that Sri Lanka was called Sinhal Lkvip in 
good olden days. I .adies hailing from Lb is place were known as 
I'admini who were paragon of beauty. Gorakhnalh was distraught 
when he heard of the fall of his master and. as such, wen I to Sri 


1 Liiku in search of him. He found his preceptor in the halts ol 
the court and called him to account. Matsyendra Nath Liitm left, 
lhe queen hut took Lheir two sous with him. They afterwards 
became Paras Nath: and Nem Nath founders of the Jain religion. 

Yogi Matsyendra Nath, taking Grorakhnath along. sei out on pil¬ 
grimage lo J a gan Nath Puri. On the way. they slopped at village 
Kansk Girt. Here Matsyendra Nath warned to put Gurakh Nath 
to lest, lie said to Gorikh Nath, "I have a craving for toed. Go 
(o the village and heg for alms. In deference to (lie wish of Lhe 
Guru, Gurakh Nath went to the htiU3e of a Brahmin and Chant¬ 
ed ' Alakh’. Brahmin woman had prepared delicious dishes as 
there was a religious funetion in the family. She was glad to see 
the vogi at her door. She offered good dishes to (iorakii Nath. 
After taking dishes, Gorakhnalh came lo Matsyendra Nath and 
served tlicin to him. Matsyendra Nath had his Irik Beit Lo test 
his loyalty he asked Gorakhnalh to feLch one delicacy more for 
which Matsyendra Nath had special liking. Without ado. Gor- 
;d.h Nath knocked tire door of die Brahmin and chanted 'Alakh’ 
.I,.am Seeing him again left die Brahmin woman fuming and 
die passed -sarcastic remarks against Gorakhnath. Gorakhnalh 
■..lid that he wanted one more delicacy fur his guru and not ior 
1111 . i rfd l l te further said that she might ask for anything in return. 

I ti.il mi in woman retorted by saying, L 'WhaL would a beggar like 
cm give 1 ) However, I would give Lhe same provided you give 
mio eye in return." Hearing tills, Gorakhnalh pulled ouL his eye 
offered lo the Brahmin woman. Blood started nn/ing out of 


































the eye of GpntkluiiiLh. Brahmin woman was awe-aimck. She 
mshed into the house and handed one delicacy to him. She im¬ 
mediately bolLcd the door from inside and asked Tor forgiveness. 
Gorakhnath asked the Brahmin woman Lo take the eye bill she 
would not open the door. Taking delicacy in one hand and eye 
in the other hand. Gurakhnaih name Lo Matsyendra Nath. He 
covered the eye with bondage so that it may not be visible lo 
his Guru Matsyendra Nath said. '"What happened to your eye7. 
Gorakhnath said “Nothing in particular." When pressed flintier, 
be narrated the whole incident lo Guru Matsyendra Nath. Alter 
hearing diis matter. Matsyendra Nath was very much pleased with 
him and hugged him. Matsyendra Nath planted the eye at the 
proper place by his celestial powers, Matsyendra Nath showered 
him with blessings and said, "l am proud ol you. You will be 
the pioneer of the Nadi Sect and will spread the teachings on Litis 
earth. You will shine like a galaxy among suns. You emerged 
successful from the ordeal you had been through.''

I k starlcrd penance on the bank 
id the Ganges which provides salvaLion and. is considered sacred 
by the Hindus. In the begin lining, he lived on wild vegeLalio.n. 
Bui later on. be forsook all, lie did nut take water either. As a 
i i.-.sult. lie was very thin, almost to the point, of emaciation .Lord 
Shiva W'as moved by the hard penance and landed at Badrikash- 
inui. [ !e enquired of Matsyendra Nat li the motive of undergoing 
such a hard penance. Matsyendra Nath asked who lie was and 
wh.il brought him here. 1 ord Shiva said. N ant Adinath Shankar. 
[ ..un pleased with you for having undergone such a hard penance. 
I have come lo grant you a boon which you may ask lor \ Hear¬ 
ing this Matsyendra Nath was ecstatic. I le lay prostrate at the 
UvL of f .nrd Shiva and said, “Should you be pleased with me, 
[,Ilhsc grant me a boon that you may descend on this earth as my 
disciple," Lord Shiva placed his hand on bis forehead and said, 
1 St i be it." Just touching the body of Matsyendra Nath by Lord 
Sluva transformed him. into a youth full of energy and vigour 
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Goraklmutti 


Goriikhnatli is believed to be the incarnation of Lord Shiva. His 
teachings hold good even today as. they were appealing a thousand 
years ago when (Joraklniath moved among Lhe people physically 
and inspired them I le is the pioneer ot the Nath Sect known as 
Sidha yogis (adept yogis') or Avadhula yogis. This Sett has a good 
network across Lite country and is c red i led with producing many 
trudi-seekers Sidh Yogis since the time of Gorakl math. There is 
a general belief that Guraknalh and many of his disciples move 
in this world even now and they shower their blessings on those 
who are in distress 'and fervently pray lo them tor help though 
they are nut generally visible, 

Goraknath’s special teachings entail immortalizing and spir¬ 
itualizing Lhe physical body and thus making it permanently 
invulnerable to all the forces of nature through Lhe systematic 
practice of some esoteric vogic powers. This is called kaya Sudhi. 

Goraknalh and his direct followers are popularly known as the 
most expert teachers of various forms, of esoteric yogi discipline 
und as die most powerful preachers of the shiva-sliakci cult. His 
conception of yoga is most universal and perfectly spiritual and 
his philosophy of Shiva- Sakti is absolutely npn-dngmatic and 
rational.

He is conceived as a never failing Inend in life 
as well as in death He is spoken of as Yishwanath, Loka Nath, 
Maheswara, Vhthadeva and alsoBlmtanalh, PretaNath. J’asu Pati 
etc. An enlightened yogi deeply meditates on the transcendent 
character of Shiva mid aims at realizing shiva-conscious ness or 
Shiva-hobd in him,self. A lay man worships Him as the most 
loving and merciful and easily pleased Divine Father and prays 
to him for re lid’from distress and fulfillment of his heart’s crav¬ 
ing.

I le 
would take tea. Only a cup of tea being lifted was seen by other 
members of the family while he was dearly visible to his mend. 
When questioned, how did it happen, he said ‘‘Generally d does 
not happen but it was ordained by Lord Shiva that l was talking 
Ui vou”. At last, he was seen being taken away by the messengers 
ot yanuth (god oT death") and thereafter he was nowhere in sight.

There is a grand temple on Lho out-skirts of the village dedicated 
to Dadi Jabde (local deity) - a Sati which Look place in Sam vat 
1545. .labile was The da ugh let of Thakur Nar Singh Pa war cl 
Kbarak Kalan. Residents nJ'twelve villages of Dhaman pay theii 
obeisance at the temple, In order to mark (lie occasion, fair is held 
twice a year i.e. on Panchttmi of Shukal 1 ’aksha of Bhadrapada 
and on Pane ham i of Shukal Paksha of Chailra. 

There is a Chabutra (raised platform) made of concrete near t In 
pond dedicated Lu Baba Mast Nath. It is believed that Baba, math 
Ihe Dhoona (sacred ash) here. 

Once, early in lire morning, Thakur Clihaju Singh and Tliakui 
Hari Dutt singh were going for ploughing the Helds. When tin-' 
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walked past The Ncerpala Pond, they rati into a Sadhu who had a 
i.ltvine insight As they were spiritually inclined, they saluted this 
Sadhu, They offered him line food they had. Sadliu was pleased 
w th their devotion, and. as a rcsolL, gave blessings for birth of 
sons to them and disappeared. They managed lo plough the wlink: 
lie Ids in no time on that day. Back h cmi e, they narrated die incident 
lo Lheir wives who felt elated. They were also deeply religious 
and often engaged in prayer to God. Indue course of Lime, Ranpal 
was born to I >eepa and Maun DhaLla was born to I larkaur, l heir 
I irth was marked by miraculous happenings because they seemed 
in have mystic powers. And everyone was eapilivaLcd by their 
divine charm. There were joyous celebrations, llieir parents 
ibought Lhal their children were bom to Lhem with the blessings 
"I Lhc Sadhu. i I owe vc r, they were obsessive about Lheir sons 

I. ‘living homes and becoming recluse one day. But they kept it 
under wrap and started raising them in a befitting manner, Their 
■ brldhood activities manifested things ofvairag (renunciation). 

I'.lit the people did not take them seriously dubbing them as a 
1 1 iiId’s fantasies. Ranpal and Maan Dhatta were sent to school, 
Maan Dhatta evinced been interest in studies whereas Ranpat's 
mind was occupied somewhere else. He was not interested in 
immdanc mutters but involved in chanting the Mantra 'Om Shri 
t lurakTi.'

Yogi Shreyonath was bom in a Jut. family nF Natela (Delhi) nn 
5th Jan. 1904, I le got detached from the material world at the 
age of fifteen and turned an ascetic. According, to an adage, a 
man takes birth on the basis of his doing jjl tlic previous birth. 
II'anyone wi Lh spiritual leanings has a premature death, he starts 
meditation at an early age in the next birlli. This holds true for 
Shreyonath. So he eame Lo Astlral Bohar Math and worked under 
the lulctagc of yogi T'uran Nath. 

Drinking deep at the fountain of knowledge is a precursor to I he 
attainment of yoga. Against this backdrop, he made .sustained 
efibrLs to acquire proficiency in Sanskrit language. Rishis had 
enriched the Sanskrit language with the treasure of knowledge. 
In order to gain excellence, he studied Sanskrit at Khurja, Ha- 
ridwar and Kapurtliala. After having gained musLery ir Lhe 
language. he spenL most of his time in reading scriptures and in 
meditation. Jai pur was considered as the nerve centre of S ans krit 
and Ayurvedic learning. So, he obtained the degree of Ayurveda 
Shastri liom reputed Maharaja Sanskrit College. Manufacturing 
of drugs is an important pari of Ayurveda. He had a deep insight 
inLo drug manufacturing and he scored a good position among 
his classmates. 

King o f Kath i a wad wa s seriously ill. He called for B aba 
Shreyonalh for his treatment. Baba Shreyonath treated him by 
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Ayurvedic system and Lhe king got well. Alicnve.o ■ . Ii 
huge amount to Shreyonath. ! [e established Ayurvedic In. .pii ii 
in Ahmedabad. He also sent 5000 gold Mohuis to Asthul B"l " 
Math us an offering to his Mentor Yogi Puran Nath. Yogi I’ui.im 
Nath had 1400 disciples. While Shreyonath was in OuualA opi 
Puran Nath wrote him a letter asking him Lo velum and take mu 
Lhe m untie at AsthaJ Bohar Math, Shreyonath was considered 
most competent, for this post. I ie had become well known liginv 
m Gujral because of his knowledge of Ayurveda, Hence, he 
expressed his inability lo come to Bohar Math. Yogi Puran Nulli 
used the word 'order for Shreyonalh to come, for a disciple, 
the order of die guru is sacrosanct and lie has Lo act subservi¬ 
ently. Sandw'Etched between two complex situutions.Siircy oil nth 
preferred lo come to Bohar Math. 

According to math tradition, nn tbe auspicious day of 29th March., 
193 7, Shreyonalh was accepted as heir to the scat of Asthal hohar 
Math by Lhe followers owing allegiance to Baba Mast Nath and 
took over the reins of administration from the said date. After 
having completed the training on 28 th Feb. 1939. he was distal led 
us head of the Math. A good function was organized Lo mark 
the occasion, 

Being born in a farmer’s family helped Shreyonalh gain control 
over farming. 1 le had all the trails of a progressive farmer and lie 
Look up mechanized fanning. 1 Its dedication coupled with hard 
work paid rich dividends and Lhe earnings of Lhe Math increased 





considerably. 1 le bu ilr an Ayurvedic hospital in the Math complex 
for the convenience of the patients becuase he himself was a 
Vaid. Free medic i lies were supplied there. He realized that people 
suffer from eye ailments in large numbers. So he established Sri 
Baba Mast Nath Charitable Rye Hospital To eater lo their need?. 
This is a reputed eye hospital. Here free treatment is given to 
the patients. Both allopathic and Ayurvedic treatments are giver 
from Sri Haba Mast Nath Chari table H ospital. Shreyonatb felt 
thaL Ayurveda in the country is on decline and is losing its sheen 
because of the ill-effects of the changing limes. Tills hurt him 
very much. With lids aim in view, he established an Ayurveda 
College. He was never wavering in taking decision. This College 
is unique in many ways. There'is a proper blend of intelligence 
and architecture in building thd college, Llieie goe.-i a proieib, 
‘■Old is gold. - ' J le adopted eight century pattern for building 
the college, h was inaugurated by late S. P.irtap Singh Kinron, 
then C.M. ol Punjab who was all praise for Mali an l Shreyunath. 
Mahant ShrcyonaLb was a great iconoclast whose powerlul vision 
and indomitable will to pioneer quality education and heal I h care 
institutions turned rustic landscape ol As lb a I Bohar Math into a 
vibrant scat of learning. 

The villages around Bohar could noL be brought on Ihc toad to 
progress only by initiating them into religious and cultural activi¬ 
ties. All the same, political interference into the Math in summits 
was hurting the sentiments of Slimyonath. That is why he had 
to plunge into politics unwillingly only to undertake welfare 
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activities and to serve the humanity. At the time i>L Assembly 
elections to the Haryana Vidhan Sabha in 1961,. he conusuai 
e!ecLien from Kiloi constituency ami wou lie was madc Hea 1h 
Minister along with charge of PWD and wefarc Dcptts. He han¬ 
dled these departments very efficiently. 

Shreyonath was true lo his word. Yogis predict abouL their death 
when they fed that their end is near. A true yogi, he had the 
power to "lime his death. They give signals to their followers. 
Shri ChantlNath was appointed as successor to the seat ol Asthal 
Bohar Math cighL months in advance. Shreyonath used to say 
dial selection of yogis is not based on caste consideration buL on 
the competency of the Saint., 

On 6th Jan. 1935. Shreyonath reached Gangani Thehri. The 
followers were surprised to see birr there in such a biting cold, 
After taking rest, he had light dinner Then he look a stroll and 
wenl to his bed room as usual. He was escorted by a large no. 
of followers. He was in a cheerful mood and was engaged in 
talking to his followers. At half-past eleven, he complained of 
chest pain. The doctors in the eye hospital administered him 
necessary medicines. He had sonic relief. But altei some rime, 
fie complained of die si pain tor Ihe second time, Shri tfiand 
Nath called far the cardiologist The cardiologist administered 
medicine lo yogi Slll’eyonath. However, he told that yogi ii had 
a massive heart atladc. Respite being well attended to by ihc 
doctor, his condition worsened. Seeing him in critical condtion. 
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all present there offered salutation to yogi Shreyonath. He ac¬ 
cepted their salutation. A fter KotharL Jj, S hri Chand Nath ottered 
salutation. Mahan t Shrcyonath glanced at all the persons lovingly 
and blessed them. Alter a rtfo merit, his voice was not heard. All 
the followers were weeping bitterly, 

Mahan L Shrcyuimdi used to say dial lie would breathe his last in 
the premises of eye hospital at Uangani Theliri. It happened as ne 
prophesied.

All the same, yon should not lake 
birth again/' Deep meditation cam be best done in an isolated 
place. So yogi Chand Nath remained in Gangani Tlichri Ashram 
as desired by yogi Shrcyonath.

His chores included cutting of wool], work mi the 
kitchen, serving the cows etc. Being born in a reputed larmci 
family yogi Chand Nath was assigned the job of farming. \s a 
result thereof, the yield increased ten times. Yogi Sliieyonnlb 
was pleased with his performance and charge of sLore was also 
given. It is also worth mentioning that (iangani TTiehri is a sacred 
place where yogi lota Nath and Yogi Chet Nadi did penance. It 
is ail ideal place for meditation.

Jr Repeated entreaties by Chand Nadi 
not to accept the oiler nf Gaddi made Shieyonaih cheerful and 
lie said, “Now. tills is my order. This wiU be (jura Dakshina on 
yom- belial fthai you will Lake charge of Lhe Math.” On auspicious 
day ol 21 si May, 19K4, Yogi Chand Nath was declared as heir 
to the Gaddi of the Math by Shreyonaih.
